al air station as the morning sun 
rose ov er the horizon. 
Bearing 51 passengers, a crew of 
56 and a cargo of mail and freight, 
the Zeppelin had spanned 
the 4,381 
land miles betw'een Friedrichshafen 
and Lakehurst in 61 hours, 
5 7 min­ 
utes. 
It left the German 
base at 
3:30 a. m., (Eastern Standard Time) 
Wednesday and reached the air sta­ 
tion, its United States port, at 5:23

Preparations for the return flight,
